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PEACE ATTEMPT 


APPARENTLY FAILS 


LANCASTER TRIED TO SETTLE 
GRAVEL WAR 

Cecil Lancaster, Tow Manager 
of Wilmington has come to the 

onclusion that his attempt to 

ttle Wilmington's long- 
vtanding Gravel War has failed 

Lancaster, for the past week 
has been hoping daily to hear 
that representatives of the 
Campanella & Cardi Company 
have signed a document intend- 
ed to stop the constant bick- 
ering over gravel amd fill, in 
Wilmington, 

But, as Wednesday night ap- 
proached, and no signatures 
had been affixed to the docu- 
ment, prepared by Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell, Lancaster gave 
up hope 

The document had already been 
signed by all manbers of both 
the Board of Water Commi ssion- 
ers, and the Board of Sel ect- 
men, 

Webber’ s Idea 

When Lancaster arrived in 
Wilmington, one of the first 
things he heard was a proposal 
by Stanley Webber, Temporary 
Town Manager, on a possible 
method of breaking the long 
impasse. 

Webber believed that Campa- 
nella & Cardi would be happy 
to forego taking gravel and 
fill from Steve Hathaway, the 
elusive gravel merchant, if 
they were assured of a steady 

supply. 

He proposed that the fill 
come from 36 acrce cs land 
omel by the Water Department, 
off Andover Street, to the 
westward. 

Lancaster took over, and pro- 
moted the idea’ Campanella & 
Cardi's Engineer, Mr. Ryan, 
was in fawr, and a price was| 
agreed upon, - a sort of favor 
for fawr pric 


451 TURN OUT FOR EVENING 


Campanella & Cardi wuld take 
all their gravel from the tom 
owed pit. They wuld acmire 
the fomer Curtis gravel pit, 
in which Hathaway is now dig- 
ging for China, and fill it. 
They would grade all the land 
in the two pits, spread loa, 
and provide seedling pines 
with which to plant the area. 

They wuld then give the town 
a deed for the former Curtis 
pit, free and clear. 

In addition to this, the 
agreement called for providing 
a hard surfaced driveway for 
the Water Department Barrows 
Station driveway, for provid- 
ing granite curbing from the 
High School to the Town Ceme- 
tary, and to clean up the gra- 
vel pits of Fred & Ethel Snith 
of William and Alice Dias, and 
ef Benjamin Hartshorn, all off 
Concord Street. 

'oreover, the agreement read 
that the Campanella & Cardi 
Company, and its agents and 
sub-contracting companies 
would have nothing to do with 
Hathaway, so long as they 
were in Wilmington. 

The agreenent also called for 
calling off the present suit 
against former ™ Al fred Cal a- 
brese, and for a demurrer a- 
gainst any other suits, 

But, as the deadline had long 
passed by, on Wednesday after- 
noon, Cecil Lancaster came to 
the conclusion that the Peace 
Treaty was not going to be 
signed 

In retur for this, Campa- 
nella & Cardi was to get e- 
nough gravel and fill to com- 
plete their project in Wil- 
mington - an estimated 70,000 
to 100,000 yards, from a hill 
that the Water Commissioners 
believed should be graded any- 
way.

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COMMUNITY FUND TIME 

Once again we have come to the time of the 
year when we may expect our neighbor's knock on 
our door, collecting for the Wilmington Com- 
munity Fund. 

Our Community Fund is our ow. It is opera- 
ted entirely by volunteer aids, for the people 
of Wilmington. We can be proud of it. 

The actual costs of administration, spent 
entirely on supplies and services, amount to a 
little over 2.2% of the cost of our Community 
Fund this year. When one considers stories 
apocryphal or otherwise, about salaries and 
expenses of other funds one can be proud of our 
workers, who do so much with so little. 

It is up to us, the people of Wilmington, to 
continue the good work of our Community Fund. 
We are proud of it. Lets show our pride by our 
support of this grand little organization. 


ENFORCEMENT 

Events in the past few days, not having any 
particular thing to do with our gravel war, but 
with other small operators in gravel and loam 
have led the Phanning Board to the conclusion 
that the answer is stficter enforcement of our 
By Laws. 

While the conclusion is easy, the enforce- 
ment is another thing entirely. By Laws are in 
a peculiar status to themselves, generally en- 
forceable only by obtaining a writ from the 
courts. Our experience in this respect has not 
been happy, and we daresay many other towns 
are in similar circumstances. 

Our law, for instance, says that a load of 
loam may mot be removed from Wilmington without 
the permission of the Board of Selectmen. 

Bit it is only an offense against our by- 
laws. And the fine is $20 a day, for one load 
or for a million, which means that a determined 
operator could really go to town, if he wished, 
and until such time as a Judge would become 
provoked and really slap down thangs. 

Then too, there is a nebelous area, in the 
question of who is going to do the enforcement. 
The Building Inspector is the enforcing of- 
ficer, in some instances, and the Police in 
others. It takes an expert sharpshooting lawyer 
to pick out the line of delineation between the 
two enforcing agencies. If an officer of the 
town blunders he might well Lecome personally 
responsible for his blunder. 

The gravel merchants have their legal sharp- 
shooter, who knows these things, in and out. 
We have a capable Town Counsel, who, if he 
worked every day on the task, could probably 
outshoot, in a manner of speaking, his brother 
attorney. But Mr. Buzzell is a busy man, who is 
on a part time salary, and who also likes to 
take long and well earned vacations in the 
summer time - the very time when the gravel 
wars are at their peak. 

The conclusion of the members of the Plan- 
ning Board is that we in this town should get 
@ young, capable and aggressive attorney who 
will be immediately available, at any time, day 
gr night, to advise our enforcement officers of 
what is right and what is wrong for them to do. 

It might cost some thousands of dollars to 
do this, for a year or two, but it might well 
be worth it. Wilmington is a pretty sad exam- 
ple of what can happen to a town when sharp- 
shooters arrive determined to wreck the law 
enforcing agencies. é

on the job, and where, if they can't arrest a 
gravel merchant's employees for one thing they 
can always get him for another - overloading, 
speeding, or something like that. The only 
time that happened in Wilmington was when the 
State Motor Vehicle Inspectors came out here. 
But our police have their problems, just as 
does our Building Inspector.’ They may have the 
will, but perhaps they don't have the legal 
knowledge. 

Strict enforcement, for a period of time, 
would result in having the gravel merchants try 
their tactics elsewhere. Perhaps it would cost 
money, but it certainly would pay off. 

JUVENILE DELINQUINCY 
A favorite topic of some people who don't 


have anything to talk about is our younger gen- 
eration, and how they are "going to the dogs". 

Our old folks may be right. We don't know. 
But we have noticed that the young folks of 
this town who are kept busy by their parents, 
or who have a project on their own account to 
keep them busy, are not at all on the downward 
path. 

On ‘the other hand those who have nothing to 
do are the ones ‘who seem to be headed in the 
wrong direction. 

We think there is a moral there, and it 
isn't that we should provide more table tennis 
or other past times for our youngsters.

John Steel, Assistant Con- 
struction Engineer for the 
Department of Public Works, 
Commonweal th of Massachusetts 
told the Board of Selectmen 
Monday evening that work wuld 
begin ‘very soon - maybe to- 
morrow, on the rough rough 
roads of Woburn Street, and 
Andover Streets, torn up by 
contractor s gravel trucks. 
The wrk would start just as 
soon as he could get Campa- 
nella & Cardi to get their 
equipment to the tw sites, he 
told the Selectmen. 


As of Wednesday the work had 
not started, but not for the 
want of effort on the part of 
Steel. It just couldn’t be 
done that quick. 

The Selectmen had quite a 
list of troubles, man made and 
otherwise, which they listed 
with Mr. Steele. 

Starting at the northern end 
of the new 2oute 93, Steel was 
told that there was danger of 
salt from the new highway go- 
ing into the Water Department 
wells at Brown’s Crossing; 
that the sulvert under Andover 
Street, near the Jensen Fam 
had collapsed, that the cul-

vert under the old Salen & lo- 
well Railroad had been plugged 
up by one of the sub-contract- 
ors, who dumped gravel there 
to make the roadbed wider. 

Andover Street, and Woburn 
Street were, of course, a 
prime subject for conversation 
by the Selectmen. Kidder told 
Jones that he was anticipating 
that the people in Hathaway 
Acres would be ‘up in arms 
any day now’, and that they 
thad had wonderful patience’. 
The water draining from the 
new highway into the arrows 
Well Field was the subject of 
another long conversation, 
with Frank Hagerty doing most 
Hagerty point- 
ed out that it was planned to 
leave a long culvert, along 
the new end of liigh Street o- 
pen, and.that there wuld be 
danger to school children in 
this. He-estimated the dis- 
tmee at 200 feet. 

Hagerty also wanted the drain 
from the new highway covered, 
and carried beyond the well 
field, so as to preclude the 
possibility of getting the 
salt laden water into the 
wells. 

Kidder pointed out to Steel a 
pond, on the side of wbum St 
near the Albert Ethier home. 
Water in this pond, all summer 
was something new, he told 
Steel, and he could see, from 
his airplane trip of two weeks 
ag, that the new highway had 
blocked up the former drain, 
Kidder and Mrs Drew then told 
about the pond near the omer 
of Qoncord and Woburn Streets, 
and their belief thattthe gra- 
vel trucks had cal'sed the cul- 
vert to either collapse or be 
plugged up. 

The next point was the Ip~ 
swich River, brought up by Ha- 
gerty. The old channel does 
not connect with the new chun- 
nel, under the bridge, he told 
Steel. 

Kidder and Mrs. Drew took up 
the subject of drainage near 
Westdale Avenue. Steel told 
them that there should be no 
trouble there, but perhaps one 
of the piles of peat was 
blocking drainage, The design 
was for the water to drain in- 
to the Hundred Acre Meadby, he 
said 

The old Deacon’ s Curve, on 
West Street was a subject in 
which all the Selectmen took 
part. It had been destroyed 
early in the road building o- 
perations. Steel told them 
that he would see what could 
be done. 

A 32 foot travelled way will 
end in an 18 foot travelled 
way, he told Steel, and there 
is a blind corner at that 
point, because of ledge. He 
and Rep. Donohue had already 
talked over the subject, Hag- 
erty told Steel, and perhaps 
something is al ready planned 
to mrrect the difficulty. 

Steel promised to look into 
it, after which Hagerty drop- 
ped his last request - for a 
repair of the culvert which is 
just south of the Mumhy Farm 
on Ballardvale Street. 

‘T dn’t know if it was Bayer 
& Mingolla trucks which caused 
the damage’ He told Steel, ’ I 
am just hoping it is!’
